The First Bank, 1846 


Among the prized possessions of 
several Salem families are old 
b ank notes and other docu­ 
ments, issued b y the Farmers 
Bank during the first few years 
after its founding in 1846. The 
b ank, now a National Bank and 
one of the half-dozen oldest in 
Ohio, aided materially in the 
growth and development of ag­ 
riculture, b usiness and industry 
of the little village of some 1,000 
people. Seventeen years after 
the founding of the Farmers, 
the First National Bank was in­ 
corporated under the then b rand 
new National Banking Act, giv­ 
ing Salem two of the oldest 
b anks in continuous existence 
in Ohio. Salem folks have long 


b een aware of the advantage of 
putting their money to work 
through their b anks, and Salem 
b anks have always played a vit­ 
al part in important b usiness 
and civic developments of the 
area.

Leading U.S. Businessman 
Makes Co mments On U.N. 


NEW 
YORK — (NEA) — Any 
foreign 
people, no m atter how 
their 
government differs from 
ours, should be given a chance to 
study 
American techniques for 
conserving and using industrial 
resources. 
That is the* belief of Clarence 
Francis, board chairman of G en­ 
eral Foods Corp. and 
an 
out­ 
standing United Nations support­ 
er among business leaders. 
He 
headed 
the American 
Citizens 
committee of the recent UN con­ 
ference at Lake Success on the 
conservation and use of world re ­ 
sources. 
Some 535 scientists 
from 
49 
countries took part in the m eet­ 
ing. 
The committee’s job was to 
put them into personal contact 
with American industrialists and 
conservation 
specialists 
with 
whom they might exchange infor­ 
mation.

“We all live in the world to­ 
gether,” said Francis. 
“If 
the 
United States helps the United 
Nations broaden out the produc­ 
tive and conservation 
thinking 
of the world, everybody’s stand­ 
ard of living will go up. 
Use Only Facts 
“But we should avoid propa­ 
ganda and use only facts. 
Our 
committee tried to help the sci­ 
entists get a real picture of how 
our 
private 
enterprise 
system 
works. 
The visitors asked the 
questions and did the looking. 
What they learned must cause 
them to question much hostile 
propaganda against free en ter­ 
prise.” 
Francis added that American 
businessmen who were in con­ 


tact with foreigners recognized 
the importance of listening to 
their visitors, too, 
■‘I am convinced that our busi­ 
ness leaders must be willing to 
work together with other coun­ 
tries despite their fear of other 
types of government, if the in­ 
ternational 
standard 
of 
living 
and security is to be improved,” 
he said. 
The 
citizens 
committee 
a r ­ 
ranged for small groups of visit­ 
ing scientists to tour plants and 
other 
installations 
that 
would 
add to their understanding of 
American methods.

Francis raid many of the for­ 
eigners voiced surprise at the 
frankness with which our tech­ 
nicians and executives answered 
questions. 
“Anything we’ve got to show 
is yours to see.” the visitors were 
told by Thomas J. Watson, presi­ 
dent of International 
Business 
Machines, in a typical comment. 
Francis, who was chairman of 
United Nations Week in Octob­ 
er. 1948, said he undertook 
to 
lead the citizens committee 
at 
the behest of Secretary of Inter­ 
ior Julius A. Krug. 
The group 
had many well known industrial­ 
ists and conservation experts in 
its membership. Its most notable 
representative was former Presi­ 
dent Herbert Hoover.

Liquor Agents 
Make 57 Raids 


COLUMBUS, Sept.

—Enforcement inspectors of the 
Ohio D epartm ent of Liquor Con­ 
trol made 57 raids during A u­ 
gust, most of them resulting in 
arrests for illegal possession of* 
whisky or bootlegging, Enforce­ 
m ent Chief Anthony A. Rut- 
kowski reported Friday. 
Fines levied against the 69 per­ 
sons convisted in August, some 
of whom were arrested in July, 
totalled 11,900 and sentences of 
180 days w ere 
imposed, Rut- 
kowski said. Departm ent officials 
made 9.946 inspections of per­ 
mit holders’ premises. 
Four stills were confiscated, 
three of them in the Portsm outh 
district.

INSTITUTE MAKES 
CHEMICAL POLISH 


COLUMBUS, Sept. 24— (AP) 
—Battelle Institute came up Fri­ 
day with a chemical that polishes 
metal in one brief dip. 
The research center said any 
metal product, no m atter how 
intricately carved or designed, 
will achiece a m irror-like lustre 
a few minutes after being im­ 
mersed in the chemical. 
“In practice,” said Battelle, “it 
has been found that chemical 
polishing may eliminate 
from 
I one to four or five production 
i steps in the finishing of a m etal­ 
lic product. 
“This means a reduction 
in 
finishing costs as great as 50 per 
cent.” 
Metals successfully chemically 
polished 
include brass, copper, 
hickel-silver, monel, nickel and 
aluminum. The action is a true 
¡polishing process—not a deposit­ 
ed coating of a different metal. 
Used by a luggage lock m anu­ 
facturer, the process saved five 
buffing operations in finishing 
locks and hasps—a savings of 
$65 for each 1000 locks and hasps. 
Chemical polishing baths are 
m ixtures 
of 
acids, 
including 
phosphoric, 
nitric 
and 
acetic 
acids. They operate at from room 
tem perature to 200 degrees Fah­ 
renheit.
